Public Ownership SentimenLWaning. 


There are those who believe in public ownership of public 


utilities, but the indications arc that this amount is less slrong 
and prevalent, than it was before the. federal government 
dinped into the railroad, telephone''.-.find, telegraph business. 
.That experiment,'made as a war measure, has convinced 
iniiny who formerly thought that government ownership-was 
the solution of some of our most serious problems that they 
.were"mistaken and they have withdrawn from the ranks of 
these who are still urging municipal and governmental own- 
ership and operation of transportation and other public utility 
systems. 
They are convinced that better results will come 


frbiri corporate.'ownership and management, under proper 
governnlental supervision. 


But, as staled, the-cry for government ownership has nol 


diecliout entirely, and among those who believe in this is the 
Central Labor Union of'Boston, which recently passed a reso- 
lution calling .on'Hie governor to, recommend legislation, by 
vhich the Doston Hlevalcd Railway would pass info the pos- 
session of the city. It was recommended that the stockholders 
be paid a fair price for the property and that the road be op- 
erated by the city for the benefit of Ihe public. It was urged 
that !the money taken from the pockets of the tax payers to 
pay the dividends of Ihe slockholders could be saved through 
public ownership. 


fetil from Washington comes an entirely different view on 


this subject. . It was expressed by M. H. Cooley, dean of Hie 


, College of Engineering of the University of Chicago, before 


•the' Federal Electric Railways Commission. "Theoretically," 
•said Mr. Cooley, "municipal ownership is better in every way 
thaniaiiy other form of management, but 1 believe it is fruil- 
•.le's'jf'.Iffbin a practical point of view." 
v Mr. Cooley says the .street railways should be given Ihe 
right tp charge fares that would enable (hem lo meet their 
.operating expenses', keep',u^their service and maintain Iheir 
prppjcnjie,s inlact. 
In addition to permitting them to increase 


fafc^ he would have '(hem relieved of some of the taxes Ihey 
now have to pays and of the obligation of maintaining tho 
.street paving between the tracks, 
There were others who 


agieCd that municipal ownership is not the solution of Ihe 
problem,'which'is one of much importance, as many street 
railways are operating with little or no profit, and some of 
them at.an actual loss' 


There is no reason" why transportation companies should 


no! lie permitted \b charge enough to pay a fair profit on Ihcir 
investments, provided the business Is ctTiciehtly managed.' A 
municipality should have no trouble in ascertaining all Ihe 
f;icls in the case, and in every case the companies as well as 
the public should be given a square deal. Everybody knows 


' that the cost of maintaining and operating the roads has in- 
creased mightily in the last few years and is still on (he up- 
ward trend, and the public has no more right lo complain of 
increased fares ;tlian it has lo colnplain of advances in the 


' prj.ces of. commodities. 
It does complain of them, but it does 


• ndt. ask the government to take over the grocery stores, the 


meat markets.and other agencies of distribution, and the in- 
dications are that the agitation for government ownership of 


. publjc utilities is on the wane. The experience of the country 


for the last year or two has not been of a character (o stimu- 
late a desire for more of the same kind.
